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Minister ‘determined’ to 
solve the Stack dilemma

TRANSPORT minister Andrew 
Jones says the government are 
“determined to do whatever 
possible” to solve the problem of 
Operation Stack after another 
chaotic week on the county’s roads. 

Writing in an exclusive article 
for our website, www.kentnews. 
co.uk, the Conservative minister 
said the aim was to stop Kent 
bearing the brunt of any problem 
at the Channel ports. 

He said: “Following the imple¬ 
mentation of Operation Stack for 
the first time this year in January, 
Kent County Council, Kent Police, 
Highways England, national 
freight associations and others 
formed a task force to find better 
options. Those options will include 
proposals to mitigate the worst 
effects of Operation Stack, or to 
prevent it from having to be 
implemented in the first place. 

“The task force is due to deliver a 
report to ministers soon. We look 
forward to receiving that report, 
and although we know there are 
no easy answers, we are deter¬ 
mined to do whatever possible to 


help keep Kent’s roads free from 
disruption.” 

Protesting French ferry workers 
blocked the Port of Calais on 
Tuesday as part of industrial action 
over the closure of the 
MyFerryLink operation. 

It stopped all Dover to Calais 
crossings. The problem was then 
exacerbated when they blockaded 
Eurotunnel and damaged tracks 
which forced the cancellation of all 
services by Le Shuttle and Eurostar. 


With lorries heading to the 
Continent left with no way to cross, 
they started backing up out of 
Dover, forcing Kent Police to 
execute phase two of Operation 
Stack - turning the stretch of 
coastbound M20 between Maid¬ 
stone and Ashford into a giant 
lorry park. It, in turn, forced all 
other vehicles onto other roads, 
causing congestion across much of 
east Kent. 

Ashford Tory MP Damian Green 


added; “I think the realistic option 
is a series of smaller lorry parks 
around the county rather than one 
big one, which is unacceptable 
wherever you put it. 

“Ever time Stack is implemented, 
it reminds us of the urgency. This 
conversation needs to reach a 
conclusion - and quickly.”

Let's take legal action 
against striking French 
workers, says Tory MP 


AN MP has demanded the UK 
considers taking legal action against 
striking French workers following 
this week’s disarray. 

Angry Folkestone MP Damian 
Collins says he is sick of Kent bearing 
the brunt of employment disputes on 
the other side of the Channel. 

He said: “The strikes have not only 
caused huge backlogs, that have 
disrupted roads across Kent and 
beyond, but the tunnel has been 
broken into and the tracks damaged. 

“It begs the question as to whether 
we should be considering legal action 
against the strikers, and their 
unions. 

“It cannot be right that a strike at 
the Port of Calais can lead to the 
closure of Eurostar services, and 
disruption across our area. 

“This should never have been 
allowed to happen. Moreover, the 
chaos has caused long queues for 
lorry drivers in Northern France, 
which in turn has provided opportu¬ 
nities for illegal immigrants to 


attempt to board them in the hope of 
entering the country.” 

Amid remarkable scenes, migrants 
camped in Calais took advantage of 
backed-up HGVs in Calais to flood 
the roads in a bid to stow away on 
board and gain illegal access to the 
UK - once again igniting the debate 
over just who should be responsible 
for security in Calais. 

The industrial action was resolved 
when rival firm DFDS, which had 
already agreed to lease two of the 
firm’s ferries when MyFerryLink 
ceases trading next month, agreed to 
take over the former co-operative 
and thus save hundreds of jobs. 

Kent, however, paid a high price 
for the latest protest across the 
Channel. 

However, the UK government has 
been careful to not pour fuel on the 
flames this week, saying only that it 
is working closely with the French 
government over security at Calais 
and that it seeks to find a solution to 
Operation Stack. 


HOPES of catching a rare glimpse 
of the aurora borealis - better 
known as the Northern Lights

Heatwave forecast as temperatures set to soar 


THE Met Office says we could be set to swelter in a 
heatwave next week with forecasters predicting 
temperatures could reach the mid-30s Celsius. 

And that would mean we could see the hottest days of 
the year so far. The Met Office says we will see ‘ ‘a real 
change in the way it feels’ ’ and says there are set to be 
' ‘hot days and humid nights, especially across the south’ ’. 


A spokesman said: “Highs across southern Britain 
are likely to reach the low 30s Celsius with a small 
chance of values in the mid 30s here.” 

However, they added: “It’s worth saying that there is 
some uncertainty about how much of the hot weather 
will reach us, and it may only last a couple of days. And 
it may end with thunderstorms.” 


Cops: Throw things off 
road bridges and you 
could be thrown in jail

POLICE have warned anyone hurl¬ 
ing objects from road bridges could 
face time behind bars after a spate of 
incidents across the county. 

In particular, there have been in¬ 
cidents along the M20 motorway. 

Since January 2015, there have 
been 15 reported incidents of objects 
being thrown off bridges between 
junctions four and five of the M20 
and from crossings over the A228 at 
Snodland and East Peckham. 

Signs have been fixed to bridges 
which cross parts of the motorway 
in west Kent, warning offenders 
they could face up to seven years in 
prison and fines of £1,000. 

Notices have also been secured to 
crossings above the A228. 

Tonbridge Chief Insp Gill Ellis said: 
“I cannot stress enough how dan¬ 
gerous it is to throw objects from 
bridges. Throwing anything at a 
moving vehicle is incredibly stupid 
and also malicious.

“It could easily kill someone, espe¬ 
cially if they are travelling at high 
speeds on a major road. 

“Fortunately reports of this na¬ 
ture are still rare, but those who 
commit such crimes will face serious 


repercussions. We also want motor¬ 
ists to be aware that incidents such 
as this are occurring and to remain 
vigilant.” 

In July 2010, a 47-year-old man 
died following a collision involving a 
lorry and a pick-up truck on the A20 
Swanley interchange, after it was 
reported that stones had been 
thrown at the lorry. 

Currently, as officers continue ef¬ 
forts to reduce incidents, CCTV cam¬ 
eras have also been installed to 
monitor locations. 

Chief Insp Ellis added: “We will be 
monitoring the cameras and will ar¬ 
rest anyone we find carrying out 
these malicious acts. Visible patrols 
have been increased in vulnerable 
areas, which will be making regular 
checks for any suspicious behaviour. 

“We are also working in partner¬ 
ship with local schools to inform and 
educate pupils of the dangers and 
penalties. 

“I would urge parents to also en¬ 
sure their children know the dan¬ 
gers and consequences of throwing 
objects onto the highway.”

Listed obelisk 
undergoes 
major repairs 

REPAIRS of a Grade II-listed monument 
in a village near Ashford have been 
taking place this week, with steeplejacks 
clambering up the 52ft obelisk. 

The Bilsington Monument, built in 
1835 to celebrate the life of local 
landowner and philanthropist Sir 
William Richard Cosway. 

But over the years it has been battered 
by the weather and even struck by 
lightning. 

Now, thanks to a spate of donations, 
specialists will restore the historical 
obelisk to its former glory. 

Trustee of the independent charitable 
trust, the Bilsington Monument Trust, 
Robert Boutwood, said: “These kind 
donations have allowed for the work to 
go ahead and we are extremely grateful 
to all those who have supported the 
project and by doing so help to protect 
our local heritage.” 

Western Steeplejacks, which special¬ 
ise in renovation work to historical and 
ancient buildings, has been commis¬ 
sioned to carry out the repair works. 

And those visiting the site, which 
overlooks the village cricket ground, 
will have seen the team of three experts 
scaling the tall and difficult structure by 
using ladders and ropes. 

By this method, they avoid the need 
for expensive scaffolding. 


Latest Fifty Shades 
sells 1m in first week 

THERE appears to be no let-up in our desire for 
Christian Grey, after book sales of the latest 
instalment of the Fifty Shades of Grey accelerated 
past one million in its first week. 

The books are written by EL James - real name 
Erika Mitchell - who spent many years studying at 
the University of Kent in Canterbury, before going 
on to pen the global erotic success story. 

The latest book, called simply Grey, retells the 
story of the original book - which has already 
spawned two sequels - but told through the eyes 
of troubled billionaire Christian Grey. 

In total, the series has already sold more than 
125 million copies worldwide, catapulting EL 
James to millionaire status.. 

However, the book has been slammed by 
critics. Nick Clark of the Independent described 
the book at “drawn out, racy, frequently painful 
and unintentionally hilarious. 

The Telegraph said it was “written with the 
personality of a blow-up doll”. 


Janice Atkinson told 
to resign as our MEP 

PRESSURE has been piled on former Ukip MEP 
Janice Atkinson to resign after she confirmed she had 
entered into a coalition with extreme French 
right-winter Marine Le Pen. 

Ms Atkinson, who was expelled from Ukip, has 
joined a right-wing group in the European Parliament 
which includes Le Pen’s French National Front. Green 
MEP Keith Taylor described the group as a platform 
for ‘ ‘Europe’s worst racists and homophobes’ ’. 

Now Liberal Democrat MEP Catherine Bearder 
says the time has come for Ms Atkinson, who now 
serves as an independent after being kicked out of Ukip 
following allegations over expenses, to step down. 

She said: ‘ ‘Ms Atkinson disgraced herself on more 
than one occasion in the campaign. It seems she has 
now joined a newly formed far-right group. This is 
bad news for voters and bad news for the south east 
and Janice should do the honourable thing if she 
cannot continue as a Ukip MEP and step down.’ ’

get her response but she failed to return our calls. 


MP delight as airline 
tackles noisy engines 

TUNBRIDGE Wells MP Greg Clark has claimed a 
victory in the fight against aircraft noise after the chief 
executive of British Airways wrote to him to confirm it 
will be cutting its air pollution. 

Keith Williams, has pledged to modify older Airbus 
A320 planes which produce a particularly disturbing 
high-pitched whining noise. 

The company has been in touch with the Conserv¬ 
ative MP to say that they will all be upgraded within 
two years. 

Mr Clark, who is also secretary of state for 
communities and local government, said: “Aircraft 
noise is of great concern to many local residents that 
live beneath the Gatwick flightpath so this is a really 
big step forward. 

‘ ‘Older Airbus A320 planes make a particular 
high-pitched whining noise and the problem can 
easily be sorted out by retrofitting the planes with a 
simple piece of kit.

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War & Peace show to end this 
year as organisers set to retire

ORGANISERS of one of the county’s biggest 
annual events this week announced its 2015 
outing will be its last. 

The War and Peace Revival show is due to 
take place at Folkestone Racecourse at the 
end of July - its new home after decades at 
Paddock Wood’s Hop Farm. 

But organisers say they intend to retire 
and draw the final curtain on an event 
which regularly attracts tens of thousand of 
military fans. 

However, they hinted it could continue - if 
someone came forward to take over the 
reins. 

Rex Cadman and Barbara Shea have run 
the hugely popular show for 27 of its last 33 
years. Mr Cadman said: “Barbara and I have 
organised War and Peace for 27 years this 
year and she is ready to retire, so we decided 
that as we started this journey together, af¬ 
ter much thought we would end it together. 

“We’re very proud to have grown the show 
from a small club event with about 100 vehi¬ 
cles, to the world’s largest military show, see¬ 
ing over 4,000 vehicles and 100,000 people. 
A great many other military vehicle shows 
have War and Peace as their parentage, hav¬ 
ing grown out of our event. 


“We were the first show to invite Second 
World War veterans for free nearly 20 years 
ago, and have had the privilege of meeting 
true heroes, no matter what they achieved. 

“Sadly their numbers are dwindling quite 
considerably and we’re losing an incredible 
generation. 

“We’ve had an amazing time, but sadly all 
good things must come to an end. The 
2015 War and Peace Revival will be our 
last show - it may also be the last War 
and Peace ever unless someone, or a 


group, comes forward to take it on.” 

War and Peace evolved from the annual 
Invicta Military Vehicle Preservation Soci¬ 
ety club event back in 1982 at Tenterden 
train station, which moved to the former 
Whitbread Hop Farm at Paddock Wood in 
1987. The War and Peace Show was then 
based at the Hop Farm for 25 years, before 
relaunching as The War and Peace Revival 
at Folkestone Racecourse in 2013. 

This year’s event runs from July 22 to 
26. Tickets are available now.

A VICTIM of the blood 
contamination scandal 
says he has been heart¬ 
ened by the response of 
the county’s MPs as the 
campaign to get justice gathers pace. 

Steve Dymond, 59, fromBroadstairs, 
was infected with hepatitis C after us¬ 
ing an infected blood product to treat 
his haemophilia - a condition which 
prevents the blood from clotting. 

The illness affects the liver and Mr 
Dymond now suffers cirrhosis. 

He is one of thousands of people to 
suffer from a scandal which saw 
blood products sourced from the US 
- often taking blood donations from 
prisoners, drug users and the home¬ 
less - before being shipped to the UK 
to cope with mounting demand for 
such treatments. 

But the blood was not properly 
checked and many were infected 
with hepatitis C or HIV. Or both. 

Most concerning, was that when 
concerns were raised, the Department 
of Health continued to treat patients 
on the NHS with the contaminated 
blood. The scandal stretches from the 
1970s to the early 1990s. It is thought 
nearly all haemophiliacs treated at 
the time - either by using blood prod¬ 
ucts to help temporarily clot their 
blood, or via transfusions - became 
infected. Many have already died. 


Now Mr Dymond, who has seen his 
career and hopes of a family stolen 
from him as a consequence of his 
health issues, is joining forces with 
many other sufferers in Kent and 
across the country, in ramping up 
calls for justice and a suitable finan¬ 
cial settlement. 

Mr Dymond and his wife, Su Gor¬ 
man, have been forced to move into 
her 8 5-year-old mother’s home as 
they struggle to support themselves 
on pay-outs of just £14,000 a year. 

The Government only apologised 
for its role in the scandal earlier this 
year, when Prime Minister David 
Cameron also confirmed he would be 
making an announcement on the is¬ 
sue before Parliament breaks for 
summer recess.

pensation package and a full blown 
public inquiry in which those affect¬ 
ed can have their stories heard. 

As part of the process to apply 
pressure, Mr Dymond met with his 
local MP, Craig Mackinlay - Conserv¬ 
ative member for South Thanet 


- last week to discuss the issues. 

Mr Dymond told KoS: “We ex¬ 
plained in some detail, the need for a 
viable and decent package of on-go¬ 
ing support and substantial lump 
sum compensation payment, which 
would seem to be the minimum the 
government should deliver. 

“The need is such that this is not 
the time for tweaks or half measures. 

“A full and decent settlement should 
include an interim payment to allevi¬ 
ate the real distress experienced by so 
many. This, then, should be followed 
by a substantial, easy access, non 
means-tested system which permits 
the infected/affected community to 
live out what is left of their lives with 
dignity and a degree of peace of mind. 

“Craig Mackinlay was particularly 
receptive on this, as he was on the 
cost benefit analysis of allowing treat¬ 
ment access to haemophiliacs con¬ 
taminated by hepatitis C before the 
need for cancer treatments or liver 
transplants become inevitable. 

“Mindful the government has an¬ 
nounced it will make a statement in 
the next few weeks, we impressed 


upon Craig we would be pleased if he 
represented our concerns and gave 
direct input into that statement. We 
hope he will be able to.” 

KoS, in association with parent 
company Archant, has run a series of 
articles over recent weeks focusing 
on the issues at stake. 

Mr Dymond, who went public on 
his condition for the first time as part 
of our coverage, added: “We have 
been much moved and feel very ap¬ 
preciative of other Kent MPs who 
have written to us with messages of 
compassion and understanding. 

“The MPs who have taken the time 
and consideration to respond in writ¬ 
ing are Sir Roger Gale, Michael Fal¬ 
lon, Bob Stewart, Kelly Tolhurst and 
Julian Brazier and we wish to express 
our sincere thanks for their compas¬ 
sion and hope they will be able to con¬ 
tribute to the decision making proc¬ 
ess that will bring some semblance of 
restored dignity to this small and be¬ 
leaguered community; haemophili¬ 
acs contaminated and betrayed by 
the very institutions that swore sol¬ 
emnly to protect them.” 


JEREMY HUNT’S COMPENSATION COMMENTS SPARK FURY 


CAMPAIGNERS fighting for justice 
were aghast after health secretary 
Jeremy Hunt told one constituent 
any payment made to sufferers 
would “be taken away from 
money... for patients in the NHS”. 

Leading group Tainted Blood, 
which represents many victims 
accused him of “emotional 
blackmail” and his comments 
were “wholly unacceptable”. 

Mr Hunt, writing to one of his 
constituents in Surrey, said of any 
compensation deal: “Any addi¬ 
tional resources found for a 
settlement will be taken away from 
money spent on direct patient care 
for patients in the NHS, where we 
are already under severe pres¬ 
sure, so it is not going to be easy.” 

Tainted Blood was left 


fuming with the assessment. 

It said: “Many of our members 
view this as emotional blackmail. It 
is wholly unacceptable for him to 
suggest current NHS patients 
should have to suffer in order to 
make recompense for mistakes of 
the past. 

“It would also be immoral to cut 
the services now required to 
address the consequences of NHS 
infections.” 

In several countries, including 
France, Canada and Italy contami¬ 
nated blood scandals have ended 
up being played out in the 
courtroom. 

In one, a former French health 
minister was convicted and jailed 
for knowingly using contaminated 
blood on patients. 


No legal cases have ever been 
pursued in this country. 

In the 2007 Lord Archer 
independent inquiry, Lord Owen, a 
Labour health official in the 1970s, 
said: “The more you look at this, 
the more you look at the question 
in France, the more you begin to 
see people who were fearful of a 
legal process going on in this 
country. 

“The issues we were dealing 
with were extremely important 
and you suddenly hnd that during 
a 10-year role, ministerial papers 
can be pulped.”

A HISTORY OF DASHED HOPE AND EXPECTATION 


F IFTEEN years ago, cinema 
goers would wait patiently 
in a line which would snake 
down Mount Pleasant Road, 
before climbing the steps 
and into the town’s long-standing 
cinema. 

Back in the year when Russell 
Crowe’s Gladiator was wowing audi¬ 
ences and Tom Hanks found himself 
on a desert island in Cast Away, little 
did those cinema-goers know that the 
very building they were in would find 
itself stranded for years too on one of 
the town’s most prominent sites. 

Since then it has been at the centre 
of a storyline which has had more 
twists and turns than a Hollywood 
thriller. 

And now its latest instalment is 
being written after the developers, 
who had promised so much, decided 
to cut their losses and sell the plot in 
January. 

But having been coined the town’s 
‘biggest grotspot’ by the fiercely 
proud locals, one attempt to buy it 
may stretch the credibility of even the 
most seasoned film-goer. 

Because the local Liberal Demo¬ 
crats - swamped by the ruling Con¬ 
servatives on Tunbridge Wells Bor¬ 
ough Council - are mounting an 
audacious bid to reclaim the site for 
the people. 

And they hope to raise the millions 
required to buy it by asking for dona¬ 
tions through crowdfunding - the 
increasingly popular online method 


THE unveiling of the Odeon 
multiplex on the town’s North Farm 
industrial estate also marked the 
end of the cinema in the town centre. 

Formerly the ABC, Odeon had 
run the site up to its decision to 
relocate. And when it vacated the 
site - which, legend has it, was the 
place the parents of music legend 


of making an appeal for people to chip 
into a cash pot for a specific goal, and 
be rewarded with a product or share. 

It has become a hugely popular 
way for music acts to raise money to 
record albums by promising products 
in exchange for a donation. 

Now the Lib Dems are exploring the 
possibility of crowdfunding the mil¬ 
lions needed to raise the money to buy 
the site and finally deliver something 
on the land, to breathe new fife into 
such a central part of the spa town. 

The idea is being spearheaded by 
Ben Chapelard. 

He told KoS: “Tunbridge Wells has 
a number of affluent residents, and 
they may be willing to contribute to 
finally sort out this grotspot. 

“Our bottom line is that we want to 
see this site developed for the good of 
the town, and to be beneficial for local 
people. We’ve already consulted with 
residents in the past, finding that a 


David Bowie met - it put a legal 
covenant on the building; prevent¬ 
ing it from being used as cinema. 

Planning permission in 2008 
seemed set to see the area 
redeveloped but the credit crunch 
put paid to that. In 2011, private 
equity firm the Carlyle Group and 
London-based developer, 


new park, or open space for people 
was favoured.” 

It’s a very big ask, however, espe¬ 
cially given the sheer scale of the 
funds required. 

Cynics would suggest it was merely 
a political stunt - another chance for 
the media savvy local Lib Dem group 
to deliver some body blows to the all- 
powerful Conservative-led council. 

After all, despite the cinema site 
always being in private ownership, 
there have been huge waves of oppo¬ 
sition to the council for its failure to 
act as developers came and went 
without securing the tenants 
demanded. 

There have been calls for the council 
to deliver a compulsory purchase or¬ 
der (a rarely used power which can al¬ 
low local authorities to ‘force buy’ pri¬ 
vate sites for the good of the 
community) or simply to buy the land 
now that it is back on the open market. 


Bellhouse Joseph bought the 
property for £9.9m. 

However, after talks with 
supermarkets and hotel chains fell 
through, the owners cleared the 
site and then decided to sell it off in 
January of this year. Initial offers 
were put in earlier this month. The 
results of which are not yet known. 


But, as ever, the risk of investing 
huge sums of public money and run 
the risk of finding the same problems 
experienced by developers is un¬ 
doubtedly high. 

The council has, over the years, 
pondered its options, but opted 
against any move. 

Explains Cllr Chapelard: “The saga 
of this central piece of land has been 
running for years now, and we 
thought the site being placed on the 
open market would be a golden op¬ 
portunity to finally get something 
done about it.” 

Cllr Chapelard previously lobbied 
the council to get a valuation on the 
site, with the intention of pushing for 
its purchase for community use. 

He told KoS: “We felt this would 
give the council a good chance at 
helping regenerate a grotspot which 
had been a problem in the town for 
around 15 years. When we put for¬ 


ward a motion requesting the council 
get a valuation on the site, we were 
told that it had no resources to do 
this, or to contemplate buying it.” 

Leader of the council, Conservative 
David Jukes, who has a building 
background, is exasperated that the 
criticism continues. 

He told KoS his job was to safe¬ 
guard and protect taxpayers’ money. 

He said: “A valuation would have 
cost a significant amount of money, 
and certainly more than the council 
could have afforded. If, over the past 
14 years, no major international de¬ 
veloper has managed to make any 
money from the site, what makes the 
Lib Dems think a borough council 
would be able to?” 

An initial approach was rejected by 
the site’s owners. A renewed bid re¬ 
mains in the offing. 

Jonathan MacDonald, deputy chief 
executive at the council, says the au¬ 
thority will monitor the situation. 

He said: “We will continue to work 
with any new owner. The town will 
be let down if the agent recommends, 
or the owner accepts, a high bid for 
the land if the financial viability of the 
scheme is undermined as a result. 

“After a number of false starts over 
the years, this time we really need 
whoever is chosen as developer to ac¬ 
tually deliver.” 

All the people of Tunbridge Wells 
want is for the next chapter of the cine¬ 
ma site saga to be one which finally sees 
it come back to fife in some capacity.

Tigers sharpen 
their claws on 
mountains with 
Spanish troops 

The Princess of Wales’ Royal Regiment has been 
on exercise with an elite regiment in the Pyrenees. 
Jamie Weir jetted out too to watch them in action 


A LTITUDE, freezing nights and 
baking days, as well as hail stones 
the size of golf balls. These are all 
problems faced when fighting in 
the Spanish Pyrenees, as 158 re¬ 
servists from The Princess of Wales’ Royal 
Regiment (3PWRR) found when they went on 
exercise in the region. 

The territorial army may once have been 
thought of as ‘weekend warriors’, but, now re¬ 
branded as the reserves and at the spearhead of 
the British Army’s plans for the future, they’re 
an altogether different breed. 

Members from 3PWRR - also known as the 
Tigers due to a historic deployment in India - 
got stuck in breaking barriers and becoming 
the first British troops to exercise alongside 
elite Spanish mountain troops from the 62 
Regimento de Cazadores de Montana (62 
RCZM), sometimes likened to the Spanish ver¬ 
sion of Royal Marine Commandos. 

The Spanish troops exist to fight in inhospi¬ 
table environments, with mountainous land¬ 
scapes a speciality for them, and wildly fluctu¬ 


ating weather conditions no issue for them. 

Soldiers from 3PWRR - with bases in Ro¬ 
chester and Canterbury - didn’t find it so easy, 
with commanding officer (CO) Lieutenant 
Colonel John Baynham noting that it had been 
one of the greatest challenges. 

He said: “The weather has been absolutely 
atrocious at times, and a real challenge for sol¬ 
diers with hail stones the size of golf-balls. 
We’ve had to make sure the troops out in the 
field are rotating their kit to ensure they’re 
staying dry when they need to. 

“There’s been some serious rain, with the 
weather turning quickly at times. At such high 
altitude, it can get extremely cold at night as 
well, which has provided a challenging envi¬ 
ronment for the unit to train in.” 

Soldiers out in the field also made mention of 
the challenges caused by the weather. 

Private Simon Harris told KoS it had been a 
struggle during some points. 

He said: “There have been some bursts of ab¬ 
solutely torrential rain. Real downpours which 
soak you incredibly quickly. When you’re deal- 
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TIGERS FIRST RESERVE UNIT TO USE REALISTIC SIMULATOR 


THE reserves have been given 
some seriously hi-tech kit to make 
sure the training is as realistic as 
possible for them. 

The battalion spent some of their 
time using the Deployable Tactical 
Engagement Simulation training 
system (known as Dtes), which is 
made by Saab. 

The system - which has mainly 
been used by regular troops for 
training - allows leaders to get a 
realistic assessment of soldiers’ 
performance on the battle field. 

Captain James Titchener told KoS 
that the system can save lives when 
soldiers get into combat, by 


ensuring when they train, it is done 
as realistically as possible. 

Captain Titchener said: “Dtes 
allows us to train in as realistic a 
manner as is possible. 

“The equipment comprises a 
vest covered in sensors which the 
soldiers wear, and a GPS unit. 
Soldiers are also issued with 
equipment, which, when fitted to 
their rifles fires lasers down the 
trajectory of their shots. 

“That means that when the guns 
are fired, it can detect whether the 
bullet would have hit the target. All 
of the information registered by the 
sensors is recorded. 


“Those recordings mean that 
after the action, a full review can be 
conducted which graphically 
illustrates every soldier’s 
performance. 

“There is no more guessing 
where soldiers were on the 
battlefield, or what they were 
doing. We can find out who has the 
best aim, who was doing what they 
should have, and who failed to 
perform to the required standard. 

“It’s a great system for helping 
teach soldiers, and has got some 
brilliant results. 

“It’s a lot like very expensive, 
much more high-tech laser quest.”

ing with the cold at night, as well as a 
very high altitude location things 
become a struggle pretty quickly, 
forcing you to dig deeper to overcome 
the challenges. 

“When you do conquer one of 
the peaks though, it gives you the 


best sense of achievement.” 

The altitude - around 2,000 me¬ 
tres above sea level - makes every¬ 
thing tougher for the soldiers, forcing 
their bodies to work harder while on 
exercise. 

That’s no laughing matter when 



you’re assaulting an enemy position, 
or dealing with an ambush on your 
vehicle, especially when your enemy 
- played by the Spanish troops - are 
well acclimatised. 

The exercise, which was called Ibe¬ 
rian Star, saw Spanish troops take 


the role of the enemy, helping British 
troops get a better tactical under¬ 
standing of fighting in the 
mountains. 

Lt Col Baynham said: “We’ve been 
fighting against the Spanish for the 
last week. They’ve had a live enemy 


and they’ve been absolutely 
astounding. 

“They have been very conniving, 
and understand the terrain im¬ 
mensely well. They’ve been extreme¬ 
ly challenging.” 

In fact, the Spanish troops use the 
terrain to help them manoeuvre to 
their advantage, often hiding in 
undulations which cover their 
attacks. 

The commanding officer of 4 
Mounted Battalion 62 RCZM, Colonel 
Salvador Madrano told KoS his troops 
had taught 3PWRR some valuable 
lessons. 

He said: “As a mountain regiment 
we are used to this type of terrain, 
and used to working in high altitude. 
Although the British troops have 
been extremely good, we have man

aged to teach them a few things. 

“The British have learned that the 
mountains are a different terrain 
where you must work at a different 
pace. 

“Moving around can take longer, 
and soldiers need to operate slightly 
slower. 

“The altitude means that men have 
to be extremely fit, and with steep 
slopes to climb, it’s important to take 
a bit longer.” 

The second week of Iberian Star 
saw the Spanish troops work far more 
closely in co-operation with 3PWRR, 


as the two nations came together, 
training in tandem and teaching 
each other. 

The two units worked together 
through a series of military scenari¬ 
os, with the final part of the exercise a 
dawn attack by the two forces on an 
enemy stronghold.

Dreamland thrills the crowds as 
hopes high for bumper summer 

After an acclaimed, star-studded opening weekend, bosses at Margate’s re-imagined amusement park 
are seeking to capitalise on the buzz as it looks to establish itself for a long and prosperous future

A S THOUSANDS of visi¬ 
tors flock to the all-new 
Dreamland in Margate 
this weekend, park 
chiefs were celebrating 
the successful launch of the retro- 
themed tourist destination. 

Eddie Kemsley, the park’s chief ex¬ 
ecutive, was lauded for her efforts and 
this week was delighted with the suc¬ 
cess of last Friday’s opening, which 
included big name stars performing 
in a special concert in the evening 
and. more importantly, thousands 
flooding through the doors to try out 
the rides during the day.

fore re-opening for the Hulabaloo - a 
sold-out concert hosted by Charing- 
based comedian Vic Reeves and fea¬ 
turing the likes of chart stars Marina 
and the Diamonds and Chas ‘n’ Dave. 

Ms Kemsley told KoS this week: 
“The opening night was amazing, a 
once in a lifetime experience. It was 
such a culmination of efforts of the 


people who worked so hard, so to ac¬ 
tually get there was just incredible. 

“The atmosphere was electric - 
and it was just the first of many, many 
wonderful events we’re delighted to 
host. Marina and the Diamonds are 
the perfect pop headliner and all the 
acts including Chas ‘n’ Dave were 
handpicked to reflect the past, present 
and future of Dreamland and Mar¬ 
gate. It’s a year in the life of Dream¬ 
land in one day.” 

Throughout the evening, queues 
built for the rides, which have been 
described as a ‘carefully curated’ col¬ 
lection. The Crazy Mouse ride is a tra¬ 
ditional fairground favourite featur¬ 
ing 90 degree turns, fast bends and 
steep drops. 

“That ride is for the people, 
including the younger crowd, who 
want something a bit more hair ras¬ 
ing, and it is pretty exciting,” says Ms 
Kemsley. 

“With our rides, we will be chang¬ 
ing some of them on a seasonal basis,

so what you get is always going to 
change. 

“On Friday, I could hear people 
screaming all over the park, really 
enjoying the rides.

clothes for the opening night, includ¬ 
ing Amy Belleheue from Rochester, 
who came in a full 1940s outfit. 


“I first came to Dreamland a long 
time ago,” she said. “I always dress 
like this, and love the retro vintage 
look - I don’t own any other clothes, 
so I love the retro vibe. I love it here.” 


According to Ms Kemsley: “This 
kitsch, retro vibe is something that is 
really fashionable right now - it’s re¬ 
ally hot and really out there. People 
who dressed up really contributed to 



the vibe of the night, they were part of 
it, and part of the look.” 

The look, of course, is a fundamen¬ 
tal part of the park, with designer 
Wayne Hemingway (see box) very 
keen to point out how every detail ties 
into the ‘brand’ the creative team 
have carefully created. 

Responses in the national press 
tapped into this, with the Guardian’s 
Zoe Williams describing it as ‘walk¬ 
ing a tightrope between an aesthetic 
event and a funfair’ and saying: “I see 
the dodgems in question: squarish, 
pastel coloured, built for the slenderer 
figures of the past, so beautiful and 
evocative and Brighton Rock that 
they look poignant, almost 
vulnerable.” 

Ms Kemsley says: “We are many 
things, we are a funfair, we are a sea¬ 
side destination, we are an event ven¬ 
ue, and we are an art project - if you 
want to see that element to us. If 
that’s not your thing, you will just 
come here and enjoy it.” 

The Telegraph’s Olivia Parker spent 
the day touring the park and speak¬ 
ing to locals. “There is a lot left to do, 
and we’re reminded again and again 
that today’s opening is only phase 
one of the project,” she wrote. “The 
famous Hall by the Sea, where the 
Rolling Stones played one of their ear¬ 
liest gigs, and the 1930s art deco cin¬ 
ema are still to open in three later 
launch phases. 

“But with the smell of vinegar 
splashed on chips spiking the air, the 
sounds of Elvis and Johnny Cash 
floating through the spokes of the fer- 
ris wheel and the first rides going 
merrily round, Dreamland is finally 
open for business, and that’s all that 
really matters to the people of 
Margate.”

DREAMLAND means many 
things to many people. More 
than just an amusement park, the 
re-opening is a victory for the 
local community. 

When the ribbon was finally 
cut on June 19, it was the 
culmination of a 12-year battle 
that pit people power against 
large business, and saw Thanet 
council make a brave and 
ultimately successful move in 
buying the site with a compul¬ 
sory purchase order. 

But the history of Dreamland 
goes further back than that - of¬ 
ten considered to be the oldest 
surviving amusement park in 
Great Britain, it dates back to the 
early 1860s. Known as the Hall 
by the Sea, it was operated by 
the famous circus owner, ‘Lord’ 
George Sanger. 

The park changed hands 
many times over the decades, 
being known as Bembom 
Brothers for many years, before 


ally. It felt unloved, and decaying. But 
there’s a feeling about it now, some¬ 
thing special. 

“While we are really disappointed 
that the Scenic Railway isn’t open, it’s 
great that it’s open at all. It looks 
bright, and vibrant, and feels really 
exciting, like there’s something in the 
air. I love the retro look - I think its 
terrific.” 

Mr Spencer added: “I never thought 
I’d be here, queueing for a ride 
again, so hats off. I can’t believe how 


finally closing in 2005 following 
years of decline. There were 
plans to turn it into a retail and 
residential site. It was sold to the 
Margate Town Centre Regen¬ 
eration Company for £20 million, 
but Thanet District Council 
finally bought it in September 
2013. 

The creative team appointed 
by the Dreamland Trust, the 
group that emerged from the 
campaign to save the venue and 
that has worked with partners to 
secure public funding, has been 
on board ever since, with 
legendary Red Or Dead 
designers Wayne and Geraldine 
Hemingway at the helm. 

Working with a miniscule 
budget - a total of £18m, which 
has come from Thanet District 
Council, the Heritage Lottery 
Fund and the SEA Change 
programme - the team have 
finally seen their vision come to 
fruition.

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How watching feel-good films in great 
outdoors is big box office with families 

Like spending time outdoors? Like watching movies? You’re not alone because, as Molly Kersey 
discovers, grabbing a picnic and a blanket and heading off to an outdoor cinema is proving 
increasingly popular with families all across the county...

W ITH summer upon 
us, people are 
looking for more 
and more reasons 
to spend their time 
in the great outdoors. 

And outdoor cinemas, which have 
seen a surge in popularity, seem to 
appeal to people who want to get 
outside and do something different. 

Consisting of a movie projector, 
inflatable screen and a sound sys¬ 
tem, they invite people to set up a 
picnic blanket or chair and watch a 
film at an outside location - entirely 
exposed to the elements. 

While a lot of outdoor events such 
as music festivals and concerts have 
been going strong for a long time, 
these screenings offer something 
new, and seem to attract people from 
a variety of age ranges as a result. 

“We attract young and older cou¬ 
ples as well as groups of friends and 
families,” said a spokesman from 


The Outdoor Cinema, which will be 
holding screenings of Mrs Doubtfire, 
Ghostbusters and Grease at Salo¬ 
mons Estate, Tunbridge Wells. 

“The types of films that we are 
showing are varied to appeal to as 
many people as possible.” 

So just what is it that people like 
about outdoor cinemas? 

“It is a refreshing alternative to 
the usual cinema experience and 
people really want make a night of 
it,” he said. 

“It is a classic and simple concept 
that has been going since the start of 
cinema. The quality of screens and 
projection systems have got a lot bet¬ 
ter and cheaper during recent years 
however, and people are beginning 
to make the most of it. This year es¬ 
pecially it is a type of event that has 
attracted a huge amount of people.”

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“If you think about it there is 
very little chance of anyone having 
the experience again and recreat¬ 
ing some of their young adulthood 
in the company of other people. 

“You can watch these films on 
DVD, but it’s not the same. 

“It’s social, you’re in lovely sur¬ 
roundings and you’re sharing 
those surroundings with people. I 
think it’s very different from sitting 
at home and watching it.” 

This year they will be screening 
musical Mamma Mia! and eighties 
classics Ferris Bueller’s Day Off and 
Dirty Dancing. 

Mr Kite added: “It’s our second 
year of doing it this year. The first 
year was really, really successful. 
We spent a lot of time and effort re¬ 
generating Central Park and we 
wanted to populate it with lots of 
events. The tickets were absorbed 
very, very quickly and it’s obviously 
really popular for people.” 

He said that in just three days, 
4,000 of the free tickets on offer 
were scooped up. 

“I think people are just getting 
more social. I don’t know what 
would happen if we charged for our 
tickets and it’s not something we 
are going to find out, we are com¬ 
mitted to running them for free 
and we have had no problem get¬ 
ting rid of tickets,” he said. 

However, being in the great out¬ 
doors could have its downsides, 
with British weather being notori¬ 
ously unreliable. 

But, many say this is all part of 
the fun. 


“Of course, the weather is a prob¬ 
lem, you never know how it will be, 
but that’s part of the excitement of 
it,” explained Mr Kite. 

“Unless it’s really torrential I 
think people will still come.” 

Gemma Wright, press officer for 
Leeds Castle, agreed. 

“To be perfectly honest everyone 
just kind of embraces the great Brit¬ 
ish weather,” she said. 

“It tends to go ahead no matter 
what the weather. Worst case sce¬ 
nario we would cancel and rear¬ 
range for another night.” 

The Luna Cinema will bring 
films to the castle, and has been or¬ 
ganising outdoor cinema screen¬ 
ings for some five years. 

“We have done some really good 
ones over the years,” Ms Wright 
added. “When the royal wedding 
was on we did a great Mamma Mia! 
evening. 

“They tend to bring films to us 
that are either relevant to the castle 
in some way or relevant to some¬ 
thing that is going on. 

“I think people do tend to come 
back every year. Obviously it’s a dif¬ 
ferent film but the setting is just as 
beautiful so once they have done it 
they really get the buzz for it. It’s 
such a great atmosphere. People all 
laugh at the same bits of the film 
and at the end everyone claps. 

“You do feel a part of it. Before it 
starts and when it finishes you are 
in this amazing location and you 
can enjoy that as well, you are not 
just sitting in a dark room with 
nothing to look at.”

MOVE 
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Coal garden to 
recall past and 
celebrate future 


The transformation of a former mining area to a 
park, learning centre and site for business is the 
basis for a 'coal garden’ display at this year’s RHS 
Hampton Court Palace Flower Show. Jamie Weir 
finds out more... 


O NE of east Kent’s most turbulent 
recent times is to be highlighted 
and remembered at the RHS 
Hampton Court Palace Flower 
Show, after two students from Had- 
low College picked it as their theme for a garden 
design this year. 

The story of the county’s coalfields is one of 
tragedy and ultimately re-birth - with commu¬ 
nities torn apart following the closure of Kent’s 
final pit at Betteshanger in 1989 but soon to be 
reborn as a park, a learning centre and a site for 
business. 

Despite successive governments’ attempts to 
regenerate the areas affected by coalfield clo¬ 
sures, Betteshanger lay dormant for more than 
two decades after its doors closed for the final 
time. 

But after a concerted effort by Dover District 
Council to find a project for the area, Hadlow 
College stepped in, agreeing to spearhead a 
massive new £40 million development which 
will see the site turned into a new sustainable 
park, with educational facilities and business 
spaces. 

That transformation is the story which Stu¬ 
art Towner and Bethany Williams - both of 
whom will graduate this year with a BA (Hons) 
in garden design from Hadlow College - will tell 
in their garden named Green Seam, set to be 
unveiled at RHS Hampton Court Palace Flower 
Show in London between June 30 and July 5. 

The show - which is the baby brother of the 
RHS Chelsea Flower Show - often takes on a 
more environmental slant than its better 
known relative. 

This year it will feature a wide range of de¬ 
signs, with competition categories including 
conceptual, historic and show gardens taking 
centre stage. 

Green Seam fits into the show garden catego¬ 
ry, promising to wow the judges with contrast¬ 
ing colours that represent dark 

colliery spoil, and green and 


pink plants to show Betteshanger’s regenera¬ 
tion. 

Garden co-designer, Bethany Williams, said: 
“It is important to me to use materials sympa¬ 
thetic to the particular landscape. This doesn’t 
have to mean ‘traditional’ - in fact, modern 
materials are highly appropriate in many 
settings.” 

Green Seam will feature a mixture of mod¬ 
ern, and traditional materials like steel struc¬ 
tures, coal pillars and climbing plants. 

The garden’s other co-designer, Stuart Town¬ 
er, said: “I feel that the old and new should sit 
side by side, creating a unique take on the old. 

“However, every garden has a context and 
needs to be linked with its surroundings. The 
types of materials used are key to this 
connection.” 

The context of Green Seam, with its tale of 
the death of what was once a major industry 
will hopefully live on for many years as the gar¬ 
den will be brought back to Betteshanger after 
the show, and replanted at the site. 

Mark Lumsdon-Taylor, Hadlow Group direc¬ 
tor of finance and resources and executive di¬ 
rector of Betteshanger Sustainable Park, said: 
“Hadlow College commissioned this garden - 
its first since 2010 - to demonstrate unique 
ability to celebrate business and student experi¬ 
ence in a relevant and contemporary way. 

“The Green Seam garden represents the 
transformation of Betteshanger Colliery into 
Betteshanger Sustainable Park thus 
celebrating the history of traditional coal pow¬ 
er contrasted with the importance of clean 
energy today and its relationship with the 
green world. 

“The Hadlow Group garden 2015 is the first 
national ‘coal garden’. Green Seam demon¬ 
strates what ‘out of the box thinking’ can cre¬ 
ate - a garden that identifies regeneration in 
East Kent, celebrates the area’s heritage and ex¬ 
hibits students’ innovative, contemporary de¬ 
sign interpretation.”

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County’s farms 
facing shortage 
of home-grown 
young workers 

Too few young people are choosing to take a job 
in the rural sector, reports Jamie Weir... 


T HERE’S big money to be made in the 
county’s rural sector, but despite 
the promise of gold in Kent’s fields, 
there are too few young people 
choosing to follow a career path 
into rural jobs according to a range of industry 
experts. 

The lack of British youths looking for this 
type of work has led to an influx of foreign 
workers, keen to capitalise on the sector’s 
growth. 

It isn’t often thought of as a glamorous 
industry, with some jobs that are physically 
demanding, and others requiring long, or un¬ 
sociable hours. 

Despite this, it brings home the bacon for 
many in Kent, with the most recent report 
from the county’s rural business lobby Rural 
Pic estimating it creates one in seven jobs, add¬ 
ing a staggering £6 billion of value to the 
county’s economy. 

Ross Newham is the head of communica¬ 
tions at East Mailing Research, a scientific re¬ 
search institute set up to assist the horticul¬ 
tural industry - the branch which deals with 
growing fruit, vegetables and flowers. 

He told KoS the industry has struggled to at¬ 


tract skilled British workers in the past. 

He said: “Horticulture does face acute chal¬ 
lenges in recruitment with many of the physi¬ 
cal jobs such as harvesting and planting being 
undertaken by temporary workers from new 
accession countries in the EU. 

“Seasonal migration of labour has under¬ 
pinned the expansion of the soft fruit sector 
over the past 20 years and without it, the wid¬ 
er horticulture sector would have significant 
challenges in supplying such wonderful home¬ 
grown or UK produce throughout the year.” 

The familiar site of migrant workers stream¬ 
ing into traditional fruit picking across rural 
parts of Kent looks likely to continue, with 
Carol Ford, the commercial director at A C 
Goatham and Son - which owns and manages 
14 farms in Kent - telling KoS that despite 
wanting hire to hire locally, her firm tends to 
employ foreign workers. 

She said: “There is a significant skills short¬ 
age in the top fruit industry - apple and pear 
growth - and the broader horticultural sector, 
from graduates to the more seasonal picking 
and packing roles. 

“As a business we always seek to employ as 
many local workers as possible and this year 
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kk Although the sector is 
seen as being purely 
seasonal and unskilled, it’s 
a misguided perception as 
there are a tremendous 
number of jobs businesses 
are struggling to fill.

we advertised for 500 seasonal jobs, some be¬ 
ginning now with thinning the fruit from the 
trees to then picking and packing the fruit. 

“To date almost all of the applications have 
come from overseas workers and whilst pay 
and conditions are good this is still not enough 
to attract local people to the sector.” 

That, according to Hadlow College spokes¬ 
man Pat Crawford, is not good enough. 

Tonbridge-based Hadlow is one of the coun¬ 
try’s leading land-based further education in¬ 
stitutions, and a training ground for many of 
the county’s future farmers and food produc¬ 
ers. 

Mrs Crawford said: “One thing we shouldn’t 
forget is this worker shortage has to be looked 
at from the perspective of dwindling food secu¬ 
rity in the UK. 

“Where we were once extremely productive, 
less food production is leading to more reliance 
on foreign imports. That’s particularly the 
case in Kent, the so-called ‘Garden of England’ 
due to the abundance of food we grow. 

“Although the sector is sometimes seen as 
being purely seasonal and unskilled, it’s a mis¬ 
guided perception as there are actually a tre¬ 
mendous number of jobs businesses are strug¬ 
gling to fill.” 

In fact, the Higher Education Statistics 
Agency - the official education statistics or¬ 
ganisation - found that 91 per cent of agricul¬ 
tural degree graduates found work within six 
months of leaving university, illustrating the 
demand for skilled workers. 

Mrs Crawford says that the problem begins 
when youths begin thinking about their fu¬ 
ture at school. 

She said: “The biggest problem with bring¬ 
ing new people into the sector’s workforce is 
that teachers, as well as careers advisors, lack 


any real understanding of the industry. When 
children visit their careers advisor, typical jobs 
like law, medicine, banking or sales are talked 
about, but jobs in the land-based sector are 
overlooked. 

“It is really at that point, when children are 
making decisions on their future, that more 
needs to be done to illustrate to them that this 
industry is set for growth, and there are some 
great careers available.” 

Rural Pic is aiming to tackle that very issue 
by trying to ensure people entering the work¬ 
force have reliable knowledge on the rural sec¬ 
tor’s employment prospects. 

Charles Tassel is the farming and environ¬ 
ment director with the organisation, as well as 
being an active farmer and board member for 
the Kent County Agricultural Society. 

He told KoS: “Kent has a thriving and inno¬ 
vative fruit sector which will require new 
skills over the coming years. Rural Pic believes 
that the first step is to provide young people 
and career changers with the right informa¬ 
tion to make a choice. 

“We will be launching a free careers app 
later this summer with more than 165 differ¬ 
ent careers listed. This will enable users to 
have a tool to research the options available. 

“We will be encouraging schools, career ad¬ 
visors and students to use this as a means of 
understanding the diverse range of jobs 
available.” 

Ms Ford from A C Goatham also says that 
more needs to be done to tackle the issue. 

She said: “There are many opportunities for 
the right candidates to progress and build a 
long term career in horticulture and we should 
be encouraging more youngsters in Kent to 
consider this - even if for a holiday job. 

“Like all agricultural work it is hard physi¬ 
cal work but with many opportunities to 
progress for the right person.” 

It appears to be a subject which new Con¬ 
servative MP for Faversham and mid Kent, 
Helen Whatley is eager to tackle having signed 
the National Farmers Union’s pledge to back 
British farming earlier this year in May. 

She told KoS: “Farmers have raised with me 
a shortfall of skilled agricultural managers. In 
a nutshell, not enough farm managers are 
coming out of agricultural colleges. 

“I’m interested to hear if this is a problem 
many local farmers are facing, and if it is a se¬ 
rious problem it is certainly one I would raise 
with the secretary of state for Environment, 
Food and Rural Affairs.”

needed for Jane 
to visit county 

The 19 th century novelist Jane Austen’s works 
are revered by literature lovers and her many 
connections to the county have now inspired a 
new book, as reporter Molly Kersey finds out... 


ENT is the only place for 
happiness. Everybody is 
rich there.” 

Coming from one of the 
most widely-read novelists 
in English literature, this is high praise indeed. 

Jane Austen, who complimented the county 
in a letter in 1800, wrote iconic romantic fic¬ 
tion novels including Emma, Mansfield Park 
and Persuasion. 

She had many links to Kent, visiting fre¬ 
quently during her lifetime - a welcome guest 
at grand estates in the area. 

And retired graphic designer Terry 
Townsend has written a book about the time 
that she spent here. 

“In the book I have 21 different locations, 
villages or towns and cities - like Canterbury

and Rochester,” he told KoS. “I’ve had an inter¬ 
est in Jane Austen and her work for about 50 
years, since the time I lived in Sevenoaks and 
saw a notice on the railings outside Red House 
where Jane’s great uncle lived, and that began 
an interest to discover more.” 

Ms Austen’s father was born in Kent, later 
moving to Hampshire and serving as a rector 
of Steventon parish. 

“He was born in Tonbridge and brought up 
there,” explained Mr Townsend. “He went to 
school at Tonbridge School and became a mas¬ 
ter there later on. 

“He had a sponsor in the form of his Uncle 
Francis, he used to bring his children from 
Hampshire to visit the uncle and keep on the 
right side on him really. He lived in the Red 
House at Sevenoaks. 

“That was the first time Jane came to Kent, 
when she was about 12 and a half.” 

And when her brother Edward was adopted 
by Kent-based relatives, Thomas and 
Catherine Knight, she had even more ties to 
the area. 

The story of how this came to be is quite ex¬ 
traordinary, and would be unthinkable today. 

“It was tradition at the time when people got 
married to make a round of visits to introduce 
their spouses,” Mr Townsend said. 

“The Knights were so taken with young Ed¬ 
ward Austen they asked if he could accompa¬ 
ny them on their honeymoon, and he just be¬ 


came such a firm favourite that they 
eventually adopted him. 

“Reverend George Austen was a little strapped 
for cash, he had a large family, so he probably 
thought it was the best thing for the boy.” 

Indeed, Ms Austen’s family was sizeable - 
she had six brothers and a sister. 

The Knights were from Godmersham, in 
Ashford, and this gave Ms Austen the perfect 
opportunity to travel to the county and ex¬ 
plore what it had to offer. 

Edward Austen lived at Godmersham Park 
- a house and estate which he later inherited, 
situated between Canterbury and Ashford. 

She would visit, often staying for several 
months, and went to surrounding east Kent 
towns including Deal, Ramsgate and 
Broadstairs. 

“Living in Hampshire, when she journeyed 
to East Kent she had a choice of several routes 
through the county,” explained Mr Townsend. 

“One of the main routes was the one that the 
pilgrims used to Canterbury, along north 
Kent, Rochester and Gillingham and that sort 
of thing, so she got to know all of that area.” 

Ms Austen travelled to Kent by stage coach a 
number of times, but had to wait until a male 
relative was able to accompany her, as women 
did not do this alone at the time. 

She would often be conveyed by Edward’s 
coach or carriage when she stayed with him. 

And she had the chance to enjoy social ac¬ 
tivities too - attending balls in areas such as 
Ashford. 

“The Austens had relations in other parts, 
particularly friends of Edward’s because he 
was at the forefront really of the county set, he 
had lots of friends around,” said Mr Townsend. 

“The modern Boots store at 56 High Street, 
Ashford, stands on the site of the Saracen’s 
Head Inn where Jane attended balls in the as¬ 
sembly room.” 

And after another of her brothers, Francis, 
married a woman from Kent, her opportuni¬ 
ties for visiting the area increased even more. 

So did Kent make it into any of the books 
that are still read to this day? 

The county is mentioned in one of Ms 
Austen’s most popular novels, Pride and Prej¬ 
udice, so it is perhaps appropriate that 
Groombridge - a few miles away from Tun¬ 
bridge Wells - was used as a location for a film 
adaptation starring Keira Knightley. 

Mr Townsend explained: “Jane tells us that 
the fictional Rosings Park - home of Lady 
Catherine de Bourgh - and Hunsford Parson¬ 
age - home of Reverend Collins - were near 
Westerham. 

“And Mr and Mrs Gardiner changed horse at 
The Bell in Bromley.” 

Mr Townsend now lives in Dorset with his 
wife Carol.

Campaigners welcome the public 
getting ‘final say’ on wind farms 

New Government guidance announced by Tunbridge Wells MP Greg Clark as Jamie Weir reports... 


T HERE are few energy tech¬ 
nologies which divide 
opinion like wind turbines. 

And those campaigning 
to ensure no more giant 
whirling blades are built received a 
boost when Tunbridge Wells MP and 
Department for Communities and Lo¬ 
cal Government minister (DCLG) 
Greg Clark announced communities 
would have the final say on whether 
wind farms are allowed. 

He stated that the Conservatives’ 
“one nation approach is about back¬ 
ing people on the issues that really 
matter to them.” 

However, Ukip’s Kent County 
Council councillor for Swale West, 
Mike Baldock, says that rhetoric isn’t 
enough, and now his party wants to 
see the Government delivering on its 
manifesto promise. 

Cllr Baldock told KoS: “This an¬ 
nouncement is a step forward. 
Whether what he’s said will actually 
manifest itself in reality is another 
thing entirely. 

“After all, we must not forget that 
this is the same Government who 
spoke about putting house building 
decisions back into the hands of local 
people. 

“That has ended up meaning that 
local people get a say if, and only if, 
they allow more housing.” 

Cllr Baldock isn’t the only person 
questioning how the Government’s 
news will actually work in practice. 

Rural campaign group CPRE Kent 
says that it is eager to see the an¬ 
nouncement put to the test. 

Brian Lloyd, senior planner for 
CPRE Kent said: “We have long been 
campaigning for communities to 
have more say in all planning deci¬ 


sions and welcome this new guidance 
on windfarms. 

“It says local and neighbourhood 
plans must clearly identify areas suit¬ 
able for wind energy - however, in 
Kent, local plans have so far not in¬ 
cluded this. It also says that develop¬ 
ers must fully address the planning 
impact and concerns of the commu¬ 
nities before the planning authority 
can grant permission. We need to en¬ 
sure that communities are listened to 
and really do have the final say.” 

Not everyone is in favour of the an¬ 
nouncement though, with fans of 
wind energy saying it could stifle 
what is still a fairly small industry. 

Keith Taylor, the south east MEP 
for the Green Party said: “This an¬ 
nouncement is an ideological move 
by the Conservatives as part of their 
continued campaign to block new 
wind farms. 

“In general, I agree with giving lo¬ 
cal communities more of a say over 
decisions in their area but if the 
Conservatives really believed in this 
principle then they would also give 
local communities a decision over 
fracking.” 

That’s something Ukip’s Cllr Bald¬ 
ock agrees with, saying that commu¬ 
nities deserved to be listened to more. 

He said: “Locals should get greater 
say on any type of energy extraction 
which is taking place in their area. 
That would allow them to make sure 
that their community gets the best 
possible deal for the future. 

“There have recently been a 
number of solar farms proposed for 
rural areas of Kent which have been 
extremely controversial. Why 
shouldn’t locals get the final say on 
them as well.”

IN a further blow to the wind 
industry the Government an¬ 
nounced on Monday that onshore 
wind farms would see their 
subsidy cut back. 

Under the new arrangement, any 
new projects which take place after 
April 1, 2016, will no longer get 
subsidies from Government. 

The energy secretary, Amber 
Rudd, made the announcement in a 


ny’s community relations manager. 

She told KoS: “As far as consulta¬ 
tion is concerned, RES has always 
worked on the principle that the in¬ 
volvement of the local community is 
crucial. That principle won’t change. 

“We always consult heavily with 
local people, and where necessary 
change plans to ensure that residents 
views are taken into account. We’ll 
find out what people’s priorities are, 
and try to shape our proposals to en¬ 
sure that what we end up with works 
for everyone. 

“The announcement from the min¬ 
ister is unlikely to change anything 
we do, though, if anything, we may 
work on our consultation process 
even more.” 

CPRE Kent says that the St Nicho- 
las-at-Wade proposal is likely to be 
one of the first tests in Kent of the 
ministerial announcement. 

Mr Lloyd said: “RES Developments 
have submitted an environmental is¬ 
sue request and outlined plans for 
community consultation. The com¬ 
pany has previously used turbines 
126 metres high in their wind farms. 

“We will be looking very carefully 


speech to Parliament. She said that 
although it was the Government’s 
aim to move to low carbon energy 
generation, a balance had to be 
struck. 

She said: ‘As we decarbonise it 
is imperative that we manage the 
costs to consumers. Although 
renewable energy costs have been 
coming down, subsidies still form 
part of people’s energy bills and as 


at RES’s plans so that we can identify 
the zones of visual intrusion and the 
potential impacts on listed buildings 
and other heritage assets in this 
beautiful landscape.” 

Mr Clark’s announcement is some¬ 
thing the chairman of St Nicholas-at- 
Wade and Sarre Parish Council, Sa¬ 
rah McManus, wholeheartedly 
agrees with, telling KoS that “local 
people know the area best” so should 
be the decision makers. 

Cllr McManus said: “RES have been 
good at speaking to the parish coun¬ 
cil, and asking for the local commu¬ 
nities views. They will be running 
workshops a little later this month, 
and it’ll only really be at that point 
that we’ll start to know exactly what 
local residents feel about the 
proposals.” 

One issue Mr Taylor says needs to 
be considered, is breaking the UK’s 
reliance on polluting fossil fuels. 

He said: “The UK is falling behind 
the rest of Europe on renewable ener¬ 
gy generation and with the Paris cli¬ 
mate change summit in December 
approaching, we must do all that we 
possibly can to catch up.” 


the share of renewables in the mix 
grows, the impact gets proportion¬ 
ally larger.” 

In 2014, onshore wind required 
£800 million of subsidies. The 
minister said that if subsidies 
continued, the UK could end up 
with more onshore wind projects 
than it could afford possibly 
leading to higher bills for 
consumers.

UTDOOR gigs have been going 
strong for a long time. 

Many festivals make use of the 
great outdoors, helping audiences 
to combine their love of music 
with a natural setting. 

And the Forestry Commission’s Forest Live 
gigs are building on this idea, making use of 
woodland venues across the country for a 
number of performances. 

Bedgebury Pinetum, near Tunbridge Wells, 
makes the list. 

Talented artist Tom Odell, whose debut al¬ 
bum Long Way Down shot straight to number 
one on its release in 2013, headlines the gig. 

He enters the stage to loud cheers, applause 
and drum beats from the band and gives an 
energetic and lively performance during his 
opening song. 

He clearly wants to get the crowd involved, 
and it works, with hundreds of voices singing 
along to hits such as I Know and Hold Me. 

“Thank you for welcoming us in such a gra¬ 
cious way, it’s wonderful to be back and to be 
playing some new songs and some old songs,” 
he says. 

He is cheerful and chatty throughout, en¬ 
gaging with the crowd the whole way through. 

He asks if we like his new piano. 

“It’s a bit longer than the last one, you 
know? ” 

I don’t know, I’m sure many others don’t ei¬ 
ther, but he gets cheers nonetheless. 

Mr Odell puts a great deal of feeling into his 
songs, and he gives an emotional tribute be¬ 
fore playing Grow Old With Me. 

“I dedicate this next song to my grandmoth¬ 
er, who died not very long ago. We love her to 
pieces and maybe if I play it well enough she’ll 


be able to hear it somewhere,” he said. 

The songs differ, some such as Resist are a 
little more fast-paced and others, such as his 
new song Somehow, are slower. 

He puts a lot of energy into everything that 
he performs. 

Mr Odell is supported by artists Alfie Connor 
and Rae Morris, who recently released her de¬ 
but album Unguarded to critical acclaim. 

“It’s very good to be outside, gosh it makes 
such a difference,” she says to the crowd. 

“This has been one of the most pleasant ex¬ 
periences. It’s absolutely lovely to be on tour 
with Tom. We actually toured together a cou¬ 
ple of years ago and we collaborated on a song 
somewhere along the way.” 

That song is called Grow and Ms Morris 
sings it beautifully, with haunting melodic 
tones and a lovely accompaniment on the 
piano. 

Ms Morris certainly has a unique sound and 
her electro-ballads fit the scene perfectly - with 
Under The Shadows and Love Again being 
personal highlights for me. 

She has a very engaging stage presence and 
is clearly enjoying the performance. 

The atmosphere at Bedgebury Pinetum is 
very calm, and it is undoubtedly a family- 
friendly event, with the floor covered with pic¬ 
nic blankets and people of all ages enjoying 
the show. 

It is nice to see the sun go down, just like Ms 
Morris predicted we would in the run up to the 
gig- 

Lights illuminate the trees either side of us, 
a reminder of our close proximity to the forest 
and indeed the reason that these gigs are tak¬ 
ing place. 

As well as aiming to bring forests to a range 
of new audiences, income generated from tick¬ 
et sales is pumped back into protecting, im¬ 
proving and expanding the country’s forests 
and woodlands.

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More motoring misery ahead if 
crossing decision takes too long 

A decision on a new Thames Crossing needs to be made sooner rather than later to solve the 
long-term traffic problems at the Dartford Crossing - that’s the straightforward message being 
sent to the Government from across the county, writes Jamie Weir...

F IVE more years of pain is 
what the Tunbridge Wells- 
based Freight Transport 
Association (FTA) is predict¬ 
ing for motorists, unless the 
Government acts faster to resolve the 
brewing crisis at the Dartford 
Crossing. 

Currently motorists arriving at the 
crossing are experiencing faster travel 
times than in recent years, thanks to 
the new free-flow tolls which became 
fully operational in June this year. 

However the FTA alongside High¬ 
ways England, Kent County Council 
and Dartford MP Gareth Johnson are 
warning that it’s a medium term solu¬ 
tion, which won’t keep traffic rolling 
in the longer term. 

Before the election, the Government 
pledged to get started on examining 
the case for a new lower Thames cross¬ 
ing in the new Parliament. Highways 
England - the government organisa¬ 
tion tasked with operating the major 
road network - told KoS that work is 
already underway to examine the two 
options for a new crossing which are 
currently being considered. 

Option A would cross the river at 
Dartford, near to the existing cross¬ 
ing, while the second choice, Option C, 
would cut east of Gravesend. 

For Dartford MP, Gareth Johnson, 
the answer is clear cut. The Conserva¬ 
tive says that no new crossing should 
be built in his constituency. While it 
would be easy to dismiss this as the 
concern of the area’s MP, he makes a 
compelling case. 

He told KoS: “I’ve been quite con¬ 
sistent about this issue. It would be 
completely wrong for any new cross¬ 
ing to go in Dartford. I believe it should 
go east of Gravesend. 

“Air pollution is already a serious is¬ 
sue in Dartford, with the current 
crossing making things worse than 
they should be. The area also has a lot 
of pollution from London blown down 
as Dartford sits in a basin. More traffic 
from any new crossing would exacer¬ 
bate the issue even more. 

“It would not only be unfair to ask 
Dartford to take the burden of another 
crossing, it would be seriously damag¬ 
ing to the environment.” 

It isn’t just the environment which 
Mr Johnson is concerned about 
though. He also says that it would fail 
motorists - something which Kent 
County Council leader Paul Carter 
agrees with. 

Cllr Carter told KoS: “I think that 
there is a general consensus from the 
local enterprise partnership that the 
east of Gravesend option would be the 
right location for a new crossing. 

“That would give a new route to the 
north of England which would build 
resilience into the road network. 

“You look at the air quality figures 
in Dartford, and it would be utterly ap¬ 


palling to build another crossing 
there. 

“A crossing east of Gravesend would 
mean that motorists would have a 
choice. If there was another crossing 
at Dartford and there was an accident, 
it would still cause problems.” 

The FTA’s head of policy, Natalie 
Chapman, said that currently there 
was no choice for freight if there was a 
closure of the crossing. 

She said: “If the crossing is closed 
due to an accident, or any other prob¬ 
lem, lorries travelling across it are ef¬ 
fectively stranded. The Blackwall 
Tunnel isn’t an option for many, due 
to size restrictions on vehicles, while 
the only other option is to go clock¬ 
wise around the M2 5. The times that 
would take makes it unfeasible for 
drivers, which causes more problems. 

“A new crossing at option C would 
give more option to drivers and prob¬ 
ably draw a lot of traffic going through 
Dartford away from it.” 

Not everyone favours a crossing 
east of Gravesend though, with coun¬ 
tryside campaign group CPRE Kent 
disputing that a new crossing is even 
necessary right now. 

Chairman of the charity, Christine 
Drury said that transport troubles 


need a more holistic fix than more 
road building. 

She said: “The free flow tolls only 
became fully operational northbound 
on June 13 so we need to let them fully 
bed in before we can see the impact in 
terms of traffic flow and efficiency. 

“We also need to look closely at pub¬ 
lic transport including the effect of 
Crossrail and new rail services in 
north Kent. 

“Therefore it is too early to make 
any decisions on a potentially very ex¬ 
pensive and environmentally-damag¬ 
ing new crossing which we believe is 
unnecessary. It is proven and accepted 
by all that increased road capacity al¬ 
ways leads to increased traffic and we 
are advocating a shift to public trans¬ 
port as a preferable solution.” 

That’s something which Graves¬ 
end’s MP, Adam Holloway agrees 
with. 

He told KoS: “We’ve only just got rid 
of the tolls, so there is no way of know¬ 
ing what the effect of that will be. 

“Aside from that, any crossing east 
of Gravesend would do massive 
environmental damage, and destroy 
property prices for many people. A 
new crossing there would also be 
staggeringly expensive, and I don’t 


know how it would be funded.” 

The forward-thinking MP also said 
he thought the future could hold 
the key to trouble at the current 
crossing. 

He said: “Within the next decade, 
many vehicles on our roads are likely 
to have some sort of autonomous driv¬ 
ing capability. That would mean that 
if there was congestion, the car could 
take over and all traffic could be taken 
down the road in the most efficient 
manner. That could alleviate many of 
the problems currently faced at the 
crossing.” 

Highways England spokesman, 
James Wright, said that although the 
free flow tolls were working to relieve 
pressure at the crossing, traffic would 
begin to build again. 

Mr Wright said: “There are real im¬ 
provements at the crossing right now, 
but they are only likely to be felt for the 
short, and medium term. Free flow 
will bring relief for the next 10 years, 
maybe more, but with the crossing al¬ 
ready taking high volumes of traffic it 
will become crucial to get a long term 
solution soon.” 

Highways England says that it is 
currently working on detailed assess¬ 
ments of both options. These are ex¬ 


pected to be passed to the minister re¬ 
sponsible for transport before the end 
of this year, with a public consultation 
scheduled to take place early next year 
and a final decision taken sometime 
next summer. 

Ms Chapman says that the current 
time frame means motorists will be 
left suffering more congestion, and 
she would like to see a new crossing 
built faster. 

She said: “Heading northbound 
through the tunnels is expected to go 
back to pre-free flow levels by 2020. 

“No new crossing is, at this stage, 
expected until around 2025. That 
means there would be another five 
years of pain under the current time 
frame.” 

It’s a sentiment echoed by Cllr Cart¬ 
er, who talked of other countries 
building at a much faster rate. 

He said: “People sitting in traffic is 
bad for business and bad for the 
economy. 

“In this country we wait for far too 
long to get large infrastructure 
projects underway. The Chinese are 
managing to build huge projects with¬ 
in two years. It’s going to get more and 
more miserable for motorists as traffic 
levels creep back up.”

55-year-old open water swimmer 
earns her place in record books 

Swum the English Channel? Looking for the next challenge? That’s what spurred on mother-of-two 
Kathy Batts to head to New York and swim round the Island of Manhattan, writes Chris Murphy... 


A T the age of 55, many 
women would be con¬ 
tent to put their feet up 
and dream of an expen¬ 
sive shopping trip to 
somewhere exotic - somewhere, per¬ 
haps, like New York City. 

Kathy Batts, from Strood, decided 
to visit the Big Apple but not to go 
shopping. No, having already swum 
the English Channel, she wanted a 
new challenge and instead decided to 
swim round the island of Manhattan. 

She is now one of the oldest people 
in the world to have completed the 
gruelling challenge, which is one 
third of what Americans call the Tri¬ 
ple Crown of marathon swimming, 
along with the English Channel and 
the Catalina Channel in California. 

Of course, Kathy is no swimming 
novice, being the treasurer of both 
the Channel Swimming and Piloting 
Federation and the City of Rochester 
Swimming Club. 

She also carried the torch in the 
run up to the last Olympics. 

Her marathon Manhattan effort 
took some nine and a half hours to 
complete and afterwards Kathy told 
KoS: “It is 28.5 miles around the Is¬ 
land of Manhattan. I was a solo 
swimmer setting off on Tuesday, June 
16, at 6.45am to avoid boat traffic 
and make use of the tides. 

“I should have swum on Monday 
but there was a bad storm so it was 
put off until the Tuesday, which 


meant the tides were not as good and 
I had a predicted time of 10 hours 45 
minutes.” 

The married mum-of-two said: “It 
was choppy in the Hudson River, a bit 
like Dover on a bad day, but this is my 
kind of swimming, so I made up 
ground and finished in nine hours, 
36 minutes. I was thrilled to say the 
least.” 

She added: “I have been closely 
checking all the records I can, and it 
looks like I am one of the oldest ever 
to have completed the swim. 

“Considering how popular this 
part of the world is, it is very rare for 
people to take on this swim, because 
it is so tough, dangerous, and you 
must have either a solo Channel or 
Catalina swim behind you. 

“The waters are usually very busy, 
and shipping won’t always be happy 
to slow up or change direction be¬ 
cause of swimmers. The rivers have 
ferries crossing all day. Just two 
others also swam on the same day as 
me - there was a Mexican who was 
20 minutes ahead of me and a Scot¬ 
tish lady some two minutes behind 
me. 

“My feelings on the swim are that I 
loved every bit and so want to do it 
again.” 

Of course preparation and plan¬ 
ning are everything when taking on 
a dangerous swim like this and Kathy 
had her experience of swimming the 
Channel - famed for being the busiest

shipping lane in the world - to help her. 

Knowing how to handle traffic at 
these sorts of levels enabled Kathy 
and her team on the escort boat to en¬ 
sure her safety. 

“On the Saturday my team and I 
did the Circle Line Boat tour and 
made notes of the areas that needed 
extra attention,” she explained. “For 
example Hell Gate is where the tides 
are strong and three parts of the 
East River meet. It separates Astoria, 
Queens from Randall’s and Wards 
Islands which used to be two 
separate islands and are now joined. 


The water can be very turbulent. 

“And further south, the area loved 
by tourists is always busy, the Staten 
Island Ferry tends to pull away at top 
speed. The East River is a dirty stretch 
of water and tough to cope with.” 

On the day of the swim, Kathy and 
the other swimmers had the NYPD 
police launch escort them the entire 
way. 

She added: “Looking towards the 
shore, I could see joggers stop and 
wave but I didn’t stop to acknowledge 
them, sadly. Time was important to 
me and I had the Circle Line Ferry 
pull alongside me which was pretty 
exhilarating. It gave me a boost. 

“I loved that tourists took the time 
to stop and take a look, and I didn’t 
mean to ignore them. Knowing they 
were interested in what I was doing 
spurred me on.” 

But traffic was not the only prob¬ 
lems she faced on the swim, she ex¬ 
plained: “There was something all 
the way. The East River has to be the 
dirtiest stretch of water I have ever 
swam in. There was even oil on the 
surface, along with debris. It was so 
disgusting - how I haven’t ended up 
with a stomach bug or perhaps some¬ 
thing even worse, I will never know.” 

Kathy, who works as a house par¬ 
ent at Kings School, Rochester, and as 
lifeguard trainer, says she would not 
have been able to take on the chal¬ 
lenge, let alone complete it, without 
her support team. 


She said: “This is dangerous stuff, 
and needs plenty of pre-planning and 
preparation. I have the support of 
Stewart Winn, the coach at the City 
of Rochester Swimming and Life¬ 
guard Club, and Janet Gifford, the 
club’s secretary. Kevin Murphy is my 
open water coach, friend and col¬ 
league from the channel swimming 
and piloting federation and advised 
me on Manhattan. He is an advisor 
for all the open water swims and is 
himself a Manhattan swimmer. Then 
there is Sarah Dunstan, a long dis¬ 
tance swimmer from Virginia and a 
good friend.” 

She added: “Without their com¬ 
bined work on the boat this swim 
would have been impossible, They 
made my feeds of liquids, sorted my 
Jelly Babies out, plus took messages 
and updated the Facebook page.” 

There are no prizes for guessing 
Kathy’s next challenge - swimming 
the Catalina Channel - and giving 
her the Triple Crown of open water 
swimming. 

Looking forward, Kathy said: “I 
would so love to do it now but realisti¬ 
cally I have to save hard for the entry 
fees, flights, accommodation, and 
training. The long list does tend to go 
on and on - so maybe within two years. 

“Sponsorship is impossible. No one 
wants to sponsor 5 5-year-old wom¬ 
en. The Manhattan entry fees alone 
were $3,300, so money is always a 
problem.”

Molly Kersey speaks to best-selling author Peter James about play Dead Simple 


M ICHAEL Harrison 
thinks that he has it 
all. 

And with a suc¬ 
cessful career, beauti¬ 
ful fiancee and good group of 
friends, many would agree. 

But when a stag do prank goes 
terrifyingly wrong, he finds himself 
living a nightmare. 

He is buried alive - trapped in the 
darkness as events slowly unfold 
around him. 

The plot of hit play Dead Simple is 
very dark, and it is based on Peter 
James’ best-selling novel of the same 
title. 

And part of his inspiration for 
writing it came from an equally 
frightening piece of writing by a lit¬ 
erary legend. 

“Edgar Allen Poe’s poem The 
Premature Burial has always stayed 
with me and scared the hell out of 


me,” he told KoS. “When people 
have stag do’s they tend to get quite 
brutal. Mine certainly was. 

“I thought - what is the worst 
thing you could do to someone? 
Bury them alive.” 

Dead Simple is widely considered 
to be Mr James’ most popular work. 

And at its heart lies the complex 
character Detective Superintendent 
Roy Grace. 

It is the first book to feature him, 
and the ongoing Roy Grace series 
has sold more than one million cop¬ 
ies and been translated into 36 lan¬ 
guages worldwide. 

“Dead Simple is the first of the 11 
novels published so far,” explained 
Mr James. 

“When you first meet him we dis¬ 
cover his wife, Sandy, who he loved 
and adored, had vanished on his 
30th birthday. 

“He’s been unable to move for¬ 


ward in his private life, he’s got no 
idea what happened to her. 

“He’s damaged by this personal 
history. He has been to mediums 
and he has an interest in the par¬ 
anormal, as many detectives I have 
met over the years have. 

“The mark of a good detective is to 
have an open mind. 

“I have met lots who have fol¬ 
lowed up on leads from clairvoy¬ 
ants. He’s got that side to his nature 
as well. 

“I always say, if I am ever mur¬ 
dered, I would want Roy Grace to 
investigate my death.” 

As Michael lays trapped in the 
coffin, Detective Grace leads the 
race against time to try and solve 
his mysterious disappearance and 
free him. 

But with nothing originally as it 
seems, and the clock ticking, can he 
get to him before it’s too late? 


Roy Grace is played by actor Gray 
O’Brien, who is well known for his 
roles in TV shows including ITV 
soap Coronation Street, Taggart 
and Peak Practice. 

And Mr James thinks that his 
portrayal of the character has been 
‘fantastic’. 

“He’s just brilliant,” he said. “He 
spent a lot of time with people learn¬ 
ing to speak how Sussex 
Police speak. He’s actually 
Glaswegian.” 

So how has it been seeing the pro¬ 
duction take shape? 

Mr James explained: “I never 
dreamed the book would take off 
and become a stage play. 

“I have always loved live theatre. 

“My parents had seats every 
Thursday night at the Theatre Roy¬ 
al Brighton.

“I used to go and always dreamed 
something I had written would be 
there on stage.” 

The play is directed by Olivier 
award-winner Ian Talbot, and pro¬ 
duced by Josh Andrews. 

Mr Talbot, Mr James and Mr An¬ 
drews all combined their efforts to 
find the perfect cast to appear in 
the production. 

The play features Hollyoaks star 
Jamie Lomas as Michael Harrison 
and Tina Hobley, of Holby City 
fame, as his fiancee Ashley. 

“I have been really pleased with 
the script,” Mr James said. 

“Tina Hobley said to me ‘you 
must feel like God, because we were 
in your head and now we’re stand¬ 
ing in front of you’. 

“In a way it’s very strange to see 
all these characters that were in 
my imagination suddenly appear¬ 
ing on the stage and they are so 
much how I imagined. 

“They have been beautifully 
cast. Tina Hobley is just wonderful, 
she plays a wicked Ashley. 

“She said she could only do 10 
weeks, because she has got young 
children. We agreed to that and 
were going to have a month break 
so we could recast. 

“We got to eight weeks in and 
she said, ‘I am really loving this, 
can I stay on?’.” 

And they have made sure that 
the production is packed with 
surprises. 

“In creating the play we wanted 
to make sure that it was faithful to 
the book but that people who read 
the book would actually get sur¬ 


prises as well,” explained Mr James. 
“One or two scenes have been 
changed, so you can see the people 
who read the book being wrong¬ 
footed. 

“There are a couple of shocks.” 

And the production has been re¬ 
ceived by audiences in a number of 
different ways. 

“We have had one or two people 
who were quite claustrophobic in 
the audience who were running 
out and coming back in again,” he 
said. 

It has also been met in a more 
light-hearted way during one per¬ 
formance. 

“The prank all goes wrong, and 
the whole theatre is dark for a mo¬ 
ment and Jamie Lomas has been 
buried alive and he says ‘where am 


I?’ and someone shouted ‘you’re in 
Woking mate! ’,” Mr James recalled. 
“I love watching the audience, I 
find that every bit as fascinating as 
watching the play. 

“Every night there is a different 
reaction.” 

Mr James travels around to see 
the play performed as much as pos¬ 
sible, and he has attended more 
than 30 of the venues to see his 
work come to life on the stage. 

“I have been to most of the ven¬ 
ues, I tend to go as much as I can to 
each new venue. The audience is 
different every time,” he said. 

“It’s always the most exciting 
and most electric when it’s a com¬ 
pletely full house and we have had 
that for every single performance.” 

A huge amount of research has 


gone into Dead Simple, and other 
pieces of work created by Mr James. 

“For the last 25 years I have been 
going out with police on a very reg¬ 
ular basis,” he said. 

“I am a big believer in research. I 
think that it underpins everything 
you are writing about. 

“I think for me the most impor¬ 
tant thing is characters, then re¬ 
search, and then plot comes third. 

“If you are reading a book and 
you don’t believe what he or she is writ¬ 
ing about then you don’t read on.” 

Dead Simple will be at the Mar¬ 
lowe Theatre, Canterbury, from 
July 6 to 11.

and knowledge” from the pupils, who 
are aged between nine and 11 years. 

“They’ve been cooking everything 
from the quite simple to the complex 
- complex for their age, but dishes 
even a lot of adults wouldn’t contem¬ 
plate,” he says. 

“To be able to cook some of the 
dishes they’ve been doing, and so 
competently, is amazing to see.” 

Like Jamie Oliver before him, Roux 
Jr hopes the series encourages more 
children and their families to whip 
out the pans and start cooking. 

“It’s great to see these children tak¬ 
ing such an interest in food, and that 
comes from their family,” he explains. 


“Food is not just fuel. 

“Their families are not just buying 
ready-meals, whacking them in the 
microwave, and shoving them in 
front of the kids, in front of the telly. 

“No - their kids are taking part in 
choosing what they’re going to eat, 
and it’s great.” 

His own daughter Emily, who has 
also followed in his foodie footsteps, 
will appear as a special guest chef and 
help with the judging. 

“She’s 24 now, so she’s no longer re¬ 
ally a trainee,” he says of his “excep¬ 
tionally talented” daughter.” 

He added: “She’s earning a good 
wage and really enjoying herself 
cooking. 

“We get on very well and she al¬ 
ways wants to do her best.”

T HE sun is setting over the 
clifftop Uluwatu Temple 
and a huge white monkey 
is taking aim at a ring of 
fire balls, kicking them one 
by one into the air as an increasingly 
alarmed audience looks on. 

But they needn’t worry. There’s not 
a hint of animal cruelty here. 

The mischievous primate is actual¬ 
ly a human dancer playing the part of 
Hanoman, the magical monkey sent 
to rescue goddess Sita from the 
clutches of the evil Ravana, in a tradi¬ 
tional Kecak Dance performance. 

With a choir chanting rhythmical¬ 
ly against the backdrop of a stunning 
sunset, it’s a breathtaking way to 
start my trip to Bali. 

I’m staying at The Mulia, an uber- 
luxe resort in Nusa Dua on the south¬ 
ern tip of the island. Rooms range 
from stunning suites with terraces 
and hot tubs, to secluded private 
villas with butler service, and I’m 
lucky enough to be staying in the 
latter. 

The resort overlooks a picture-per¬ 
fect private beach where the waves 
lap gently on the white sand shore. 

The pools are equally picturesque, 
so I spend my first few days horizontal 
on a sun lounger and develop a mild 
addiction to coconut juice, supped 
from a freshly cut green fruit. 

The property sprawls over a gently 
sloping hillside, with the villas offer¬ 
ing the most stunning views over 
neighbouring islands. 

The resort opened just over two 
years ago, so the design and decor are 
modern but still beautifully reflect In¬ 
donesian heritage. 

Likewise, the serene spa features 
the latest treatment technology, but 
therapists are also trained in Balinese 
techniques, while the restaurant se¬ 


lection offers the best of Asian cuisine 
as well as flavours from further afield. 

I’m delighted to discover a sushi 
buffet at almost every meal (yes, even 
breakfast) while the all-you-can-eat 
Sunday brunch is a global feast of epic 
proportions. 

A lot of tourist attractions in Bali 
revolve around religion and, on the 
half-hour drive from Denpasar air¬ 
port to The Mulia, I lose count of the 
number of temples we pass. 



By midday, the temperature has 
topped 30 degrees, so I go in search of 
some food and lunch. My local guide, 
Anto, drops me off at the side of a busy 
road and directs me along a quiet 
track between two rows of houses. 

Within minutes, houses give way 
to palm trees and the sound of wind 
chimes signals I’m close to the fa¬ 
mous Balinese rice paddies. 

I arrive at the Sari Organik restau¬ 
rant. I tuck into a delicious plate of 


Nasi Goreng, fried rice with salad and 
spicy vegetables, just as the heavens 
open. It may be monsoon season 
when I visit, but the daily (or mostly 
nightly) downpours thankfully never 
interfere with my activities. 

With clear skies above once more, I 
decide to jump on a motorbike taxi 
and head to the Sacred Monkey For¬ 
est Sanctuary, full of macaques and 
adorable grey monkeys. 

I ask an attendant handing out

pieces of corn if I can have a few and 
quickly attract the attention of a 
mummy macaque with a baby cling¬ 
ing to her back. She gingerly takes the 
corn from my fingers, then scarpers 
off. A shallow pond seems to be the 
most popular monkey playground, as 
they jump and jostle on the branches 
above, occasionally landing with a 
huge splash in the water below. 

I could have watched them for 
hours, but Anto hurries us back into 
the minibus for our next stop, the 
bustling Ubud market. 

I make a beeline for a sign that 
reads Balinese Massage, having 
heard the island’s full-body treatment 
is not to be missed. 

I spend the next hour being pum¬ 
melled, prodded and twisted into sub¬ 
mission. It’s heavenly, and costs 
60,000 rupiah (about £3). I decide 
that next time I visit Bali, I’m going to 
have one every day. 

I float back to the bus in a blissed- 
out reverie and snooze for our 
90-minute drive back to Nusa Dua. 

However you play it, Bali offers a 
unique mix of lively towns, Hindu 
heritage and sunsets so serene they’ll 
relax even the most stressed out west¬ 
erner. 

Just as long as you steer clear of 
those flying balls of fire.

(15, 92 mins) Musical/Drama 

THE ground-breaking stage work, 
which premiered in April 2011, 
documents the real-life discovery 
of the bodies of five women in 
Suffolk in 2006 in the words of 
residents of the titular Ipswich 
street.

ACCIDENTAL LOVE 

(15, 98 mins) Romance 


DIRECTED by David O Russell 
under the pseudonym Stephen 
Greene, Accidental Love is a 
quirky, political romance based on 
the novel Sammy’s Hill by Kristin 
Gore. 

Roller-skating waitress Alice 
Eckle enjoys a simple life in her 
small Indiana hometown, where 
she is poised to marry her self- 
obsessed boyfriend Scott. 

As the result of a freak accident, 
Alice is shot with a nail gun, 
lodging a three inch spike in her 
head close to her brain. 

Unfortunately, Alice doesn’t have 
health insurance, so she cannot 
afford an operation that could save 
her life. 

In desperation, she heads to 
Washington to meet Congressman 
Howard Birdwell in the hope that he 
can join her on a crusade for 
sweeping healthcare reforms.

F rances Tophtn well 

knows the problems faced 
by new homeowners who 
inherit a neglected garden. 
Just over a year ago, the 
horticulturist, who presents ITV’s 
Love Your Garden alongside Alan 
Titchmarsh, moved to a seafront 
house in South Devon, where the ele¬ 
ments had battered the front garden 
and limited what she could grow in 
the back. 

When she arrived, there wasn’t 
much to keep besides a couple of 
cordylines, but she ripped out an 
enormous phormium and most of the 
rest. The front has been cleared to 
make way for raised beds and annual 
veg for the summer. 

Tophill is terracing her back gar¬ 
den, which is on a very steep incline, 
although she admits it’s a slow job be¬ 
cause of summer filming commit¬ 
ments on Love Your Garden. Plus she 
has two other jobs - one in garden 
maintenance and another working 
in an ornamental grass nursery with 
adults with learning disabilities. 

“When I moved in a year ago, it was 
very wild - almost a sand dune at the 
front and a naturalised bank at the 
back with lots of bracken, evening 
primrose and mallow, which had self- 
seeded. I’m having to keep a lot of it 
because it’s stabilising the bank. 

“I’ve tried some seaside plants at 
the front and even they’ve died be¬ 
cause it’s so extreme,” she continues. 

“I’ve tried all the seas - sea kale, sea 
lavender, sea holly - and they’ve all 
died. But lampranthus, a succulent 


with pink daisy-like flowers, does re¬ 
ally well in the front, as does thrift.” 

In the back garden, she’s growing 
hebe and mallow. 

“I’m trying to grow things that are 
coast-tolerant but have a lush, jun¬ 
gle-type look. Sea holly and acanthus 
look quite nice. I’m nursing a gun- 
nera which is in totally the wrong po¬ 
sition, but I’m giving it all the love it 


needs in the hope it will survive.” 

The experience has given her a 
heads-up on what to look for in a gar¬ 
den when you move house, and her 
book First-Time Gardener offers tips. 

People moving house this summer 
shouldn’t panic about a new garden, 
she says, and if you can, leave every¬ 
thing for a year. 

“Seedlings and bulbs may come up 


in the spring which you have no idea 
about in the summer.” 

She adds: “Remember, the land¬ 
scape changes continually, and the 
garden may throw up surprises as the 
seasons change: there may be hidden 
treasures beneath the bare ground 
that will rear their dainty little heads 
only at certain times of the year, or 
you may discover that the huge bush 


you were thinking of removing as it 
blocks light does in fact earn its place 
after all - perhaps it produces a mass 
of stunning, fragrant flowers or glori¬ 
ous autumn colour, or stops the 
neighbours’ kids from being able to 
climb into your garden.”

FIRST DRIVE: Citroen and DS part in harmony - one to carry on with 
distinctive mainstream cars, the other to champion premium ones...

L AUNCHING the DS5 on July 1 marks 
Citroen and DS parting, to become 
separate brands after 60 years 
together. 

Citroen launched the original DS at 
the 1955 Paris motor show; the big saloon’s sleek 
aeronautic ally inspired lines and advanced 
hydro-pneumatic self-levelling suspension 
earned 12,000 orders on the show’s first day 
alone. 

It helped that this elegant new car’s designa¬ 
tion was a neat pun - ‘de esse’ also means 
goddess in French. 

Reborn in 2010 the goddess badge now lives on 
alone, firstly in the form of the DS5, which 
launched originally as the Citroen DS5. 

Like its 60-year-old ancestor, it was stylish 
inside and out, but while Citroen had avoided 
trying to ape the looks of Teutonic rivals - a 
pitfall it leapt into with the slow-selling C5 - it 
still tried to match them for handling, resulting 
in a harsh and unforgiving ride. 

It’s now clear that in re-working the DS5 for its 
DS-only badged debut, chassis and ride 
have received most attention; there are still 
the occasional clunks over rough surfaces, 
but a huge amount of comfort has been engi¬ 
neered back without significantly affecting 
handling. 

The array of diesel engines also contribute to 
the new serenity: the 120PS (119bhp) 1.6-litre 


sounds a little hurried at times and DS expects 
the 150PS (148bhp) to be the best seller - it’s a 
beauty - with a diesel hybrid flagship chipping 
into volumes later on. 

The interior is sumptuous; the nascent brand 
is particularly proud of the intuitive touch¬ 
screen and leather seat options, notably one 


with a design resembling metal watch strap 
links. 

The array of the controls also makes you feel 
like you are piloting a futuristic aircraft instead 
of a car so, rather than trying to copy the 
Germans now, it seems clear DS is intent on 
taking premium motoring to greater heights.

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Forester: Appeal of the original 'crossover' 


Subaru’s crossover cum SUV delivers impressive off-road ability and durability 
married to everyday practicality and down to earth style, writes Steve Loader... 


S UBARU could say it 

created a crossover ten 
years ahead of the 
ground-breaking Nissan 
Qashqai, by launching the 
original Forester here in 1997. 

While the newcomer stuck rigidly 
to Subaru principles - horizontally- 
opposed engine and all-wheel drive 
- it was more high-riding estate car 
than serious off-roader. 

For some buyers though, this was 
a big plus since the Forester’s low 
slung engine and consequent lower 
centre of gravity made it less prone to 
heeling on bends. It was also an 
impressive 4x4 holdall for those 
wanting practicality and extra grip. 

That it didn’t storm the market like 
the Qashqai was more due to Subaru 
failing to offer a diesel option. 

But the latest Forester (from 
£24,995) does have one; a punchy, 
economical flat-four produced 
in-house by Subaru at no little cost. 

This 2.0-litre 148PS (147bhp) unit 
was tweaked for the 2015 model year 
to boost refinement and economy, 
returning 46.3mpg on the combined 
cycle, though C02 emissions are only 
so-so at 148 and 158g/km, incurring 
£140 and £175 road tax a year 
respectively, depending on model. 



It delights though, with its own 
smooth and distinctive soundtrack 
and while Subaru also offers a 
2.0-litre petrol engine (from 
£25,495) of similar power, perform¬ 
ance and price, its lOmpg economy 
penalty hardly makes a strong 
alternative case. 


Now into its fourth generation, the 
Forester is still practical yet sharper 
looking than before. 

As ever with Subaru there is also 
the feeling that much thought has 
gone into engineering and arrange¬ 
ment - it is the most German of 
Japanese brands. 


So the driving position is excellent, 
with a lofty view out, aided by lots of 
glass and little intrusion from the 
pillars, while boot space is above 
average for the sector. 

Interior design remains typically 
Subaru - weighted towards durabil¬ 
ity and ergonomics rather than flair.

But that fits Forester tradition; the 
strait-laced estate body may have 
been ditched for a contemporary 
off-roader/crossover look, but you still 
expect this car to deliver genuinely 
rugged performance when needed. 

There is also decent ground 
clearance and it may be that the 
Forester has sacrificed some on-road 
sharpness to better cope with 
rougher conditions. 

Of course, it hugs the bends well 
enough, but light steering and pliant 
suspension to cope with bumpy 
surfaces and easy manoeuvring in 
tight situations mean it can’t be a 
poor man’s Range Rover Sport. 

But rural buyers would rather that 
than the less rugged appeal of the 
Qashqai and crossover wannabes, or 
‘soft-roaders’ like the Toyota RAV4. 

The Subaru’s pitch is also backed by 
a five-year/100,000-mile warranty.
